Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  1961. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  was  23,630,  an 
increase  of  76O  over  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  births  (4O3)  was 
the  highest  since  1947  and  the  birth  cmd  death  rates  of  17 . 4  and  10.6  are 
to  be  compared  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  which  were  17*4  and  12,0 
respectively. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  must  necessarily  have  wide  fluctuations 
due  to  the  comparatively  small  population  involved  -  this  was  37*2  for  the 
Urban  District  and  is  to  be  compared  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  21. 4? 
which  is  once  again  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  There  were  15  infant  deaths 
of  v/hich  8  occurred  in  the  early  neo-natal  period,  that  is  during  the  first 
week  of  life  -  the  deaths  which  occur  during  this  period  are  usually  from 
causes  similar  to  those  causing  still  births.  None  of  the  infant  deaths 
was  due  to  unfavourable  environment. 

Measles  accounted  for  688  of  the  736  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified  during  the  year  -  tv/o  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital, 
while  all  the  23  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  nursed  at  home.  One  case  of 
non- paralytic  Poliomyelitis  v/as  notified,  which  subsequently  was  not  confirmed. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  levels  for  the  District  are  fairly 
satisfactory,  but  are  still  capable  of  improvement.  A  major  step  forward  in 
the  prophylaxis  of  Poliomyelitis  has  been  the  introduction  of  the  oral 
vaccine  of  which  3  doses  taken  on  lump  sugar  at  4  -  8  weekly  intervals 
presents  a  more  convenient  method  of  administering  the  vaccine.  All  persons 
between  6  months  and  40  years  can  now  be  vaccinated. 

Measles  although  relatively  mild  is  very  infectious  to  the  susceptible, 
and  every  3  years  or  so  spreads  rapidly  assuming  epidemic  proportions.  It 
is  anticipated  that  within  a  few  years  a  successful  vaccine  against  Measles 
will  be  available  which  will  provide  great  benefits  as  the  disease  causes 
widespread  disruption  in  home  and  school  life. 
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There  were  12  notifications  of  Tuberculosis,  among  whom  3  females,  aged 
19,  27  and  72  years,  were  suffering  from  non- respiratory  Tuberculosis, 

The  Council fs  original  slum  clearance  programme,  begun  in  1955 1  was 
completed  by  the  representation  of  the  Cross  Street/Berry  Street/Lorne  Place 
Areas  and,  when  this  Area  has  been  completed,  4^3  houses  will  have  been 
dealt  with*  The  Council  of  course  are  fully  aware  that  this  was  only  the 
first  phase  in  a  more  comprehensive  scheme,  and  that  several  more  years  will 
elapse  before  all  the  unfit  and  unsatisfactory  houses  in  the  Urban  District 
have  been  replaced  by  modern,  well-ventilated,  well-lighted  convenient 
dwellings. 


The  Public  Health  Department  although  numerically  small  possesses  a 
keen,  dedicated  Team  on  whose  tact  and  initiative  I  can  place  complete  reliance. 

As  I  spread  my  time  among  six  local  authorities,  I  must  necessarily  put 
a  lot  of  dependence  on  Mr.  A.  Leslie,  your  Chief  lublic  Health  Inspector. 

The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  have  all  shown 
great  keenness  and  interest  throughout  the  year.

The  coldest  days  of  the  Year  were  25th  and  26th  December  when,  on 
both  days,  a  temperature  of  18°F  was  recorded.

(c)  Still-Births

1958  and  2,6/  for  1957.

(a)  The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  and  assignable  to  the  Urban 
District  during  1961  was  315 •  This  figure  represents  156  males  and  159 
females. 

Figures  for  previous  years  back  to  1930  may  be  seen  upon  reference 
to  the  details  contained  in  Table  III. 

Of  the  315  deaths  assigned  to  Sittingbourne  during  1961,  a  total  of 
122  occurred  in  Hilton  Hospital,  but  only  44  of  these  xvere  actually  persons 
previously  resident  in  the  Urban  District.  The  figures  for  i960  were  293  - 
129  -  49?  for  1959  were  282  -  132  -  51?  for  1950  were  336  -  190  -  78  and 
for  1957  were  398  -  194  -  20. 

The  average  age  of  death  was  78.1  being  65*5  for  males  and  74*4  for 
females.  The  oldest  death  v/as  a  female  aged  97  years.  The  average  age 
of  death  during  i960  was  78*5?  being  67*9  for  males  and  73 •  5  for  females.

(b)  Death  Rate 


The  crude  death  rate  for  1961  was  13 . 3  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
as  compared  with  12.8  per  1,000  in  the  preceding  year.  The  figures  for 
1959?  1958  and  1957  were  12.4,  14*9  and  17*8  respectively. 

The  figure  for  the  year  under  review  can  only  be  compared  with  those 
for  the  years  back  to  1953 9  due  to  the  inclusion  in  local  statistics  of 
all  deaths  at  Milton  Hospital  irrespective  of  original  place  of  residence 
under  the  new  arrangements  adopted  by  the  Registrar  General  \7hich  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1953*  However,  the  figures  for  previous  years 
back  to  1930  are  included  in  Table  III. 

The  corrected  death  rate  is  10.6  per  1,000  as  compared  with  12,0  per 
1,000  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 
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(c)  The  causes  of  death  classified  by  the  Registrar-General  under

3*  Infantile  Mortality 
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(a)  Fifteen  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  recorded  during 
the  year  under  review,  as  compared  with  6  in  I960;  7  in  1959 5  2  in  1958  and 

11  in  1957. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  37*2  per  thousand  live  births. 
The  rates  for  i960  and  1959  were  17*1  and  17*7  respectively.  The  rates  for 
previous  years  may  be  seen  upon  reference  to  Table  III. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  tales  as  a  whole  was  21. 4  per 
thousand  live  births. 

Of  the  15  deaths  recorded,  10  were  infants  under  four  weeks  of  age, 
resulting  in  a  Neo-Natal  mortality  rate  of  24.8  per  thousand  live  births 
as  compared  with  that  for  England  and  bales  as  a  whole  of  15*5  per  thousand 
live  births. 

The  Perinatal  Mortality  Nate  was  41*2  per  thousand  total  live  and  still 
births.

During-  the  Year,  the  Department  was  notified  of  736  cases  of  notifiable 
infectious  disease ,  as  occurring  in  the  Urban  District*  This  figure  compares 
with  289  cases  in  I960,  The  figures  for  previous  Years  are  detailed  in 
Table  VIII. 


The  incidence  of  these  notified  cases  in  each  quarter  of  the  Year,  was 
as  follows s~ 

1st  Quarter  -  341?  2nd  Quarter  -  376?  3rd  Quarter  -  15$  4th  Quarter  -  4» 


The  main  causes  for  notification  were  Measles  (688),  Scarlet  fever  (23), 
Mhooping  Cough  (12)  and  Tuberculosis  (12). 


The  incidence  of  Measles  was  the  highest  since  1957?  when  737  cases 
were  notified*  The  outbreak  lasted  from  February  to  July  and  the  cases  occurred 
mainly  in  Children  under  School  age  (356)  and  the  age  group  5-10  years  (321). 
There  were  330  cases  amongst  School  Children  and  3  Adults  suffered  from  this 
disease.  The  cases  were  spread  generally  throughout  the  Area  and  most  Schools 
in  the  urban  District  were  involved.  Two  cases,  of  Children  aged  2M-  and  5 
years,  were  admitted  to  Meycol  Hospital* 

The  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  notified  was  much  lower  than  in  previous 
years  and  well  below  the  average  since  1946*  Of  the  23  cases  occurring,  4  were 
of  Children  under  School  age,  17  were  School  Children,  one  was  a  Male  aged 
38  years,  and  the  remaining  case  was  a  Female  aged  22  years.  The  cases  were 
generally  of  a  mild  nature  and  all  were  isolated  and  treated  in  their  own  homes. 


Twelve  cases  of  Thooping  Cough  were  notified  during  the  Year  and  6  of 
these  occurred  in  Children  under  School  age.  The  remaining  cases  were  5 
School  Children  and  a  Female  aged  16  years.  The  cases  i/ere  generally  of  a 
mild  nature,  but  one  case,  a  child  of  4  months,  was  admitted  to  Meycol  Hospital. 

The  case  of  non- paralytic  Poliomyelitis  notified  was  a  School  Child  aged 
8  years,  who  was  admitted  to  Meycol  Hospital.  This  Child  was  later  found  not 
to  be  suffering  from  Poliomyelitis,  the  final  diagnosis  being  -  Lumbar  Strain  - 
Tonsillitis* 


Mo  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  Year,

During  the  year,  9  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 

This  figure  compares  with  8  new  cases  in  1960^  4  'new  cases  in  1959?  17  new 

cases  in  1958$  27  in  1957  and  15  in  1956. 

In  addition,  3  cases  of  Don- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 

The  age  groups  of  new  cases  notified  during  1961  are  shown  in  Table  IK, 
and  Table  X  gives  a  Summary  of  Cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  during  the 
year  under  review,  from  which  it  will  be  noted  that  the  total  number  of  cases 
has  risen  from  202  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  to  214  at  31st  December,  1961.

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Information  kindly  supplied  by  Dr.  Owen  Clarke  and  Dr.  If. F.  Crofts, 

Chest  Physicians,  Chest  Clinic,  ICeycol  Hospital,  shows  that  12  patients 
from  the  Urban  District  were  admitted  to  Hospital  or  Sanatoria  for  treatment 
during  the  Year. 

Eight  patients  were  admitted  to  ICeycol  Hospital 5  2  patients  were 

admitted  to  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital,  Margate $  1  patient  was  admitted 

to  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  Rochester;  and  1  patient  was  admitted  to 
Denham  Sanatorium. 

This  indicates  that  5 •  ($>  of  the  patients  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register 
were  admitted  to  Hospital  or  Sanatoria  for  treatment  during  1961,  as 
compared  with  5*4 °I°  in  I960;  1.5$  in  1959  and  11  •  99^  in  1958* 

The  ilembers  of  the  Sittingbourne ,  Milton  and  District  Tub  or  ulosis 
Care  Committee  carried  on  their  good  work  during  the  Year,  when  49  appeals 
for  assistance  were  received  and  adequately  dealt  with.  Six  new  cases  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  by  the  Chest  Physicians  at  ICeycol  Hospital. 

The  sum  of  £106  was  expended  on  general  needs  and,  in  addition,  £184  was 
spent  under  the  Holiday  Scheme  in  sending  6  recommended  cases  for  two  week's 
holiday  by  the  Seaside. 

The  following  Table  XI  gives  details  of  notifications  received,  Deaths 
and  the  Death  Rate  per  10,000  of  the  Population,  for  both  Pulmonary  and 
Hon- Pulmonary  cases,  during  the  period  from  1950  to  1961  inclusive.

(d)  Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 


During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1961,  a  total  of  558  children 
resident  in  the  Urban  District  received  a  second  injection  against 
Poliomyelitis,  as  compared  with  388  children  in  the  previous  year.  The 
number  of  children  who  received  a  third  injection  during  the  year  was  588 
as  compared  with  773  in  I960,  Also,  4th  injections  were  given  to  1,638 
school  children  under  12  years  of  age. 


In  addition,  7^3  adults  received  a  second  injection  and  820  were 
given  a  third  injection.  The  figures  for  i960  were  773  and  925  respectively.

and  Immunisation;  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care  and  Domestic 
Help  Services. 

Infant  and  Child  welfare,  School  Health  and  Dental  Clinics  are  held  at 
Sutton  House,  London  Road,  Sittingbourne.

Hurston  -  Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  in  attendance  -  for  the  benefit  of 
Mothers  and  Children  residing  in  the  Hurston  and  Canterbury  Road  areas. 

2nd  and  ^th  Fridays  in  each  Month  -  from  2  to  4  P*m*  >  at  the  Village 
Hall,  London  Road,  Bapchild  -  Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  in  attendance  - 
for  the  benefit  of  Mothers  and  Children  residing  in  Bapchild  and  the 
eastern  end  of  the  Canterbury  Road  Estate  areas. 

Vaccinations  and  Immunisations  are  given  at  all  Infant  Welfare  Clinics, 
if  required,  as  follows s- 

At  3rd,  4th  and  5th  Month  -  Triple  injections  against  Diphtheria, 

Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 

At  6  Months  -  Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

At  7  Months  -  Protection  against  Poliomyelitis,  by  Oral  Vaccine. 

All  other  persons  up  to  the  age  of  40  years  are  eligible  for 
receiving  protection  against  Poliomyelitis,  by  Oral  Vaccine,  and  may 
apply  at  Sutton  House  for  an  appointment  at  a  Special  Clinic  arranged  as 
required.  These  Clinics  are  usually  held  in  the  evening  and  the  date 
and  duration  of  such  Clinics  are  in  accordance  with  the  numbers  applying. 

The  three  Health  Visitors  (Kent  County  Council  Staff)  at  Sutton  House, 
who  cover  the  Urban  District  of  Sittingbourne  and  Milton,  are  -  Mrs  E.M.  Gibson, 
Miss  B.  Clarke  and  Miss  S.  Ballweg. 

Mental  \7elfare  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  patients 
from  the  Urban  District,  at  13,  South  Road,  Faversham.  The  Sessions  for  the 
Clinic  are  held  on  Thursday  evenings  at  5  o'clock. 

A.  Hursery  Class  for  partially  Deaf  Children  between  the  ages  of  three 
and  five  years  is  held  in  Gillingham  and  children  from  this  Urban  District 
are  able  to  attend. 

A  School  for  Handicapped  Children  is  held  at  the  Bobbing  Training 
Centre,  Village  Hall,  Bobbing.

(c)  Cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  including  patients  suffering 

from  Tuberculosis,  are  admitted  for  treatment  at  Keyed  Hospital,  Keyed  Hill, 
Key  Street,  Nr.  Sittingbourne  (Tel. No?  Newington  222),  which  is  situated 
on  the  main  London  Road,  just  outside  the  Urban  District  boundary.  At  this 
Hospital  there  is  also  a  Chest  Clinic  (Tel.

One  case  was  a  Spinster,  aged  85  years,  living  with  her  Sister#  The 
second  case  was  a  Male,  aged  77  years,  living  with  his  Wife#  The  relatives 
of  these  cases  were  not  in  a  financial  position  whereby  they  could  arrange 
for  the  funeral,  and  the  necessary  arrangements  for  interment  were,  therefore, 
carried  out  by  the  Department  under  the  authority  of  the  above-named  Act 
and  Section. 

Owing  to  the  ages  of  the  two  persons  concerned,  no  death  grants  were 
allowable  under  the  conditions  of  the  Act. 


5#  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Section  47) 

The  Department  was  called  upon  to  deal  with  one  case  during  the  Year# 

This  case  was  a  Widow,  aged  75  years,  living  alone,  who  for  some  time 
had  been  the  cause  of  considerable  anxiety.  Her  circumstances  were  such 
that  in  December,  1961,  it  was  found  necessary  to  obtain  a  Magistrate^ 
Order  under  the  Act  for  her  removal  to  suitable  Hospital  accommodation# 


6#  Old  People fs  Welfare 

I  am  very  grateful  for  the  following  information,  which  has  kindly  been 
given  by  Councillor  Mrs#  J#  Noble,  on  the  Welfare  of  Old  People  in  this 
Urban  District# 

”  We  have  now  completed  ten  years  of  work  in  caring  for  the  needs  of 
our  Old  People  in  the  District  and,  whilst  we  are  pleased  with  what  has 
been  accomplished  with  the  services,  the  Committee  have  sponsored,  we 
realise  that  there  is  an  ever  increasing  need  as  our  register  increases 
in  size  each  year  in  spite  of  the  deaths  which  must  inevitably  occur  in 
advanced  age# 

The  demands  upon  the  Chiropody  Service  have  increased  considerably# 
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Although  this  is  available  under  the  National  Health  Service,  a  large 
number  of  our  patients  prefer  to  avail  themselves  of  the  subsidised  scheme, 
owing  to  the  County  Service  being  less  frequent.  A  total  of  603  treatments 
were  given  during  the  Year,  as  compared  with  210  in  the  previous  Year. 

The  important  Night  Sitting  Service  is  still  proving  to  bo  of  great 
help  and  comfort  to  Old  People  who  are  ill  and  often  in  dire  need  due  to 
having  no  relative  to  come  to  their  aid.  Unfortunately  there  are  still 
not  enough  Night  Sitters  to  cover  adequately  the  demands  made  upon  this 
much  needed  Service.  It  is  very  distressing  to  be  called  upon  for  this 
necessary  help  in  time  of  extreme  sickness  and  be  unable  to  comply.  Perhaps 
by  means  of  increased  publicity  more  Helpers  may  be  obtained  for  this  Section 
which  carries  out  such  valuable  woik.  I  would  like  the  sincere  thanks 
recorded  of  my  Committee  and  myself  to  our  Night  Sitters  who  attend  the 
patients  v/ith  such  willing  devotion. 

Our  Visiting  Service  has  expanded  under  the  organisation  of  Mr s. Newman. 
Members  of  her  Craigmore  Social  Club  have  offered  their  services  to  our  Old 
People’s  Welfare  Committee  thereby  increasing  our  Visitors  to  the  record 
number  of  75*  This  has  enabled  more  frequent  visiting  and  extended  our 
register  of  Old  People  over  a  wider  area,  thus  relieving  greater  loneliness 
to  the  house-bound.  A  large  family  is  no  protection  against  loneliness. 

Large  families  scatter  as  completely  as  small  families.  Urgent  problems  of 
old  age  axe  an  ever  increasing  importance  of  people  living  longer.  There 
are  now  two  million  over  the  age  of  75  years.  Old  people  are  like  children  - 
they  need  to  be  brought  out  and  encouraged.  They  are  easily  frustrated. 

Their  adaptability  is  far  less  than  younger  individuals  and  pride  is  very 
often  a  barrier.  They  are  made  to  feel  respected  by  our  Visitors.  I  stress 
these  points  to  show  the  worthwhile  work  our  Visiting  Service  is  providing. 

In  this  Urban  District,  400  old  and  needy  folk  received  coal,  or  the 
equivalent,  at  Christmas?  and  428  Birthday  and  Christmas  Cards  were  sent 
during  the  Year. 

A  Meals- on- Wheels  Service  is  under  consideration  at  the  present  time. 

A  progress  report  will  be  given  later  if  the  need  is  established. 

The  two  Old  People’s  Clubs  in  the  District  continue  to  be  very  well 
supported  and  afford  great  happiness  to  many. 

V/ith  so  much  work  accomplished,  and  so  much  more  to  be  done,  let  us 
go  forward  with  renewed  energy  for  this  rewarding  Service  to  the  Community. 


SECTION  V 
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SANITARY  C IRCUMSTAHCES  OP  THE  AREA 


1#  Water  Supply 

(a)  The  v/hole  of  the  Urban  District  has,  since  the  1st  April,  1956?  been 
supplied  from  the  Council's  Undertaking.  The  supply  has,  during  the  Year  under 
review,  been  adequate  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

(b)  Owing  to  the  arrangements  at  the  Water  Works  for  the  chlorination 
of  the  supply,  it  is  not  possible  to  obtain  samples  of  raw  water. 

Twenty-three  samples  of  water  going  into  the  supply  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  3  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical 
examination.  All  the  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(c)  Two  samples  were  submitted  for  examination  for  iron  and  toxic  metals. 
These  samples  showed  no  evidence  of  metallic  contamination. 

(d)  There  are  7j659  dwellings  in  the  Urban  District  with  a  population  of 
23,630.  All  are  supplied  from  public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses. 

2 .  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

(a)  During  the  year  extensions  of  the  Council's  sewerage  system  were 
carried  out  to  serve  new  housing  development  within  the  area. 

(b)  The  quality  of  treatment  at  the  Sewage  Works  is  still  unsatisfactory. 
Work  has  not  yet  been  started  on  the  extension  and  improvement  of  the  plant, 
but  approval  has  now  been  obtained  and  tenders  are  being  sought. 

It  is  quite  clear  that  until  this  v/ork  is  carried  out  there  can  be 
no  improvement  in  the  final  effluent. 

(c)  Routine  treatment  against  rodents  in  the  sev/erage  system  continued 
during  the  year.  Warfarin  was  again  used  and  judging  by  the  results  obtained 
the  incidence  of  infestation  is  very  low. 


3.  Scavenging 

(a)  The  administration  of  the  Council's  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

(b)  Disposal  continues  to  be  by  tipping  at  the  Church  Marsh  Refuse  Tip. 
More  satisfactory  equipment  was  purchased  by  the  Council  during  the  year  and 
a  greater  measure  of  control  can  be,  and  is,  nov/  exercised. 
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The  position  now  appears  to  be  much  more  satisfactory,  although 
difficulty  on  occasion  is  experienced  in  obtaining  adequate  and  suitable 
covering  material. 


4«  School  Sanitation 

(a)  The  sanitary  facilities  provided  are  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
manner# 

(b)  The  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  School  Kitchens  continues  at  a  high 
level  as  evidenced  not  only  by  inspection  but  also  by  the  absence  of  any 
incident  associated  with  food  prepared  and  supplied  from  the  Kitchens. 


5.  Public  Conveniences 

The  conveniences  provided  were  generally  maintained  in  a  clean  and 
satisfactory  manner# 

The  scheme  for  the  replacement  of  the  Town  Hall  conveniences,  on  a  new 
site  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall,  was  started  during  the  year.  This  scheme 
has  now  been  completed  and  the  conveniences  are  in  use  by  the  Public# 

It  is  monotonous  to  report  annually  on  the  wilful  damage  done  by  a 
persistent  minority  to  the  conveniences  provided  in  the  Town#  In  spite  of 
continued  publicity  on  this  matter  there  appears  to  be  little  improvement# 
The  action  of  the  minority  merely  deprives  the  majority  of  satisfactory 
facilities  and  leads  to  the  unnecessary  expenditure  of  Public  money. 


6#  Public  Swimming  Baths 

(a)  Ten  samples  of  the  bath  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Three  of  the  samples  showed  small  plate  counts.  The  results 
indicated  a  high  standard  of  quality  of  the  swimming  bath  water.  The 
standards  of  general  cleanliness  reflect  a  well  managed  pool. 

(b)  The  swimming  baths  continued  to  be  used  to  a  greater  extent  than 
ever,  as  evidenced  by  the  numbers  of  bathers  using  the  pool,  viz.  65,289 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  59 >379  in  I960. 


7»  Mortuary  Accommodation 

The  mortuary  facilities  provided  by  the  Council  were  used  during  the  year 
for  the  accommodation  of  27  bodies.  Fifteen  of  these  were  from  the  Urban 
Id  strict  and  12  from  the  Swale  Rural  District.  The  arrangements  again  proved 
satisfactory.

10.  Complaints 

During  the  year,  a  total  of  121  complaints  were  received  from  tenants 
of  non-Council  Houses  and  9  from  tenants  of  Council  Houses,  in  connection 
with  alleged  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

These  complaints  were  investigated  and  appropriate  action  was  taken 
to  remedy  the  conditions  found. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  is  a  continuation 
of  the  decline  in  complaints  as  evidenced  by  the  figures  over  the  last 
ten  years.  In  1951  there  ?/ere  a  total  of  328  complaints  received  as  compared 
with  the  total  of  130  for  the  year  under  review.  This  reduction  appears  to 
be  a  direct  result  of  the  Councils  efforts  in  the  slum  clearance  field, 
by  eliminating  large  numbers  of  unfit  houses  which  were  the  main  source  of 
complaint.

1.  Milk  Supply 

(a)  The  Hi lk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations ,  I960 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above-named  Regulations,  this  Authority  is 
no  longer  responsible  for  the  issue  of  licences  for  the  sale  of  designated 
Milks.  This  duty  has  now  been  placed  on  the  Kent  County  Council.  Prior  to 
the  operation  of  these  Regulations,  licences  had  to  be  renewed  annually, 
but  now  a  licence  is  valid  for  five  years  from  the  date  of  issue. 

This  Authority  is,  however,  still  responsible  for  registering  all 
Retailers  within  the  Urban  District  as  Distributors  of  Milk. 

68  Milk  Distributors  are  registered  under  the  above  Regulations. 

(b)  Examination  of  Milk  Supplies 

(i)  66  samples  of  Milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  or  other 
prescribed  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Maidstone.  The  bulk 
of  the  supply  is  in  the  hands  of  two  or  three  main  suppliers  and  it  seems 
unnecessary  to  duplicate  samples  from  different  purveyors  obtaining  their 
supplies  from  the  same  source.

(i)  Two  private  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  for  the  use  of  Butchers 
in  the  Town,  and  168  visits  were  paid  to  these  slaughterhouses  during  the 
year. 


The  number  of  animals  presented  for  slaughter  was  2,657  as  compared 
with  2,325  in  the  previous  year  and  1,758  in  1959* 

(ii)  The  small  amount  of  meat  condemned  in  the  slaughterhouses  (l  ,002-|Tbs) 
was  dyed  green  and  disposed  of  under  guarantee  to  a  firm  of  bi-product 
manufacturers. 

The  Department’s  transport  collects  foodstuffs  condemned  in  Food 
Shops  and  this  is  disposed  of  under  suitable  safeguards  at  the  Council’s 
tip. 


(iii)  Table  XIV  shows  the  details  of  the  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected 
together  with  the  numbers  affected  with  disease. 

The  Table  is  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  17/55? 
dated  23rd  November,  1955?  so  as  to  include  horses  slaughtered  for  human 
consumption  among  the  animals,  and  cysticercosis  among  the  diseases.

Under  the  powers  delegated  by  the  Kent  County  Council  to  this  Authority, 
a  survey  of  premises  where  swill  ?;as  used  for  the  feeding  of  animals  was 
carried  out.  As  a  result  10  applications  were  made  for  licences  under  the 
Order, 

In  addition,  publicity  material  has  been  issued  to  pig  and  poultry 
keepers  calling  their  attention  to  the  importance  of  boiling  swill  before 
being'  fed  to  animals.

In  the  case  of  the  Coconut  Chips,  upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  a 
quantity  (4*2  lbs)  of  Coconut  Chips  were  deposited  for  sale  in  a  small  retail 
shop#  These  had  obviously  been  at  the  premises  for  a  long  time  and,  as  a 
result,  had  become  sour#  The  Retailer  voluntarily  surrendered  the  foodstuff 
and  he  was  cautioned  and  advised  as  to  the  correct  turnover  of  his  stock  so 
as  to  obviate  similar  complaints#

On  the  whole  the  standard  of  food  handling  in  retail  premises 
seems  to  be  improving  but  nevertheless  the  food  handlers  must  always 
have  in  mind  the  high  degree  of  responsibility  they  bear  in  maintaining 
the  supply  of  clean  food  to  the  Public  and  must  resist  the  tendency  to 
relax  the  high  standards  already  achieved.

3#  Repair  and  Maintenance  of  Houses 
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(a)  Difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  year  getting  necessary  repairs 
completed  in  houses  under  Notice,  due  to  the  long  delay  between  the  placing 
of  an  order  with  the  Builder  and  completion  of  the  required  works.  This 
appears  to  be  a  result  of  the  demands  on  the  building  trade  in  the  Town.  It 
would  also  appear  that  the  impetus  for  repairs,  which  was  noticed  when  the 
Rent  Act,  1957  came  into  operation,  has  considerably  slowed  down. 

A  disquieting  feature  is  that  few  Owners  of  rented  houses  are  coming 
forward  with  schemes  of  modernisation  under  the  Improvement  Grant  provisions. 
This  seems  to  be  a  matter  upon  which  considerable  publicity  should  be  used 
because  only  by  the  modernisation  of  suitable  existing  houses  will  the 
standard  of  housing  be  maintained  in  the  Town. 

The  only  bright  feature  in  this  field  is  the  continued  increase  in 
owner- occupation  which  invariably  leads  to  a  considerable  improvement  in  the 
standard  of  housing  accommodation. 

(b)  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954 

Ho  applications  were  received  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  above-named  Act,  and  no  Revocation 
Certificates  issued  during  1961. 

• 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force  a  total  of  27  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
have  been  issued,  of  which  17  have  been  revoked  and  2  cancelled,  leaving 
8  Certificates  remaining  outstanding  at  the  31st  December,  1961. 

(c)  Rent  Act,  1957 

During  the  year,  3  applications  (Form  fI!)  were  received  in  connection 
with  Certificates  of  Disrepair.  These  make  a  total  of  62  applications 
received  since  the  Act  came  into  force  on  6th  July,  1957*

(d)  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  - 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act ,  1958 

(as  amended  by  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959) 

During  the  Year,  24  applications  for  Grants  in  connection  with 
Discretionary  Improvement  Schemes,  were  submitted  to  the  Council.  These  were 
all  approved. 

The  total  cost  of  the  works  involved  in  these  approved  applications, 
amounted  to  £13*511  and  the  total  of  the  Grants  allowed  was  £6,745* 

There  were  30  Completion  Certificates  issued  during  the  Year  and  19 
of  these  were  in  respect  of  applications  received  during  i960.  In  addition, 

2  applications  received  in  1959  were  cancelled  at  the  Applicants*  request. 

The  Improvement  Schemes  were,  as  in  previous  years,  mainly  concerned 
with  the  provision  of  bathrooms,  internal  water  closets  and  hot  water 
systems. 

One  of  the  Improvement  Schemes  completed  during  the  Year  served  to 
demonstrate  what  can  be  done  to  modernise  sub- standard  houses.  The  Scheme 
involved  the  modernisation  of  four  houses  at  a  total  cost  of  £2,369*  15*  Od, 
and  in  connection  with  which  a  total  grant  of  £1,184  was  made  by  the  Council. 

This  Scheme  was  only  carried  out  by  the  fullest  co-operation  between 
the  Owner  and  the  Council.  The  Council  re-housed  the  former  tenants  whilst 
the  necessary  improvement  work  was  being  carried  out  and  the  Owner,  on  his 
part,  allowed  the  Council  to  nominate  from  their  housing  list  the  tenants 
who  subsequently  occupied  the  modernised  houses. 

It  was  hoped  that  this  example  of  what  could  be  done  would  be  a  spur 
to  other  Owners  of  rented  houses  but  so  far  it  seems  to  have  had  no  effect  in 
this  field  of  improvement  grant  work. 

A  Summary  of  the  Improvement  Schemes  submitted,  together  with  details 
of  Completion  Certificates  issued,  cost  of  works  involved  and  Grants  allowed, 
is  included  in  Table  XVII,  for  the  period  from  1955  to  1961  inclusive. 
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(e)  Standard  Improvement  Grants  - 

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959 

Since  this  Act  came  into  force,  the  Council  has  received  and  approved 
30  applications.  Twenty  four  of  these  v/ere  completed  by  31st  December,  1961. 

The  total  cost  of  the  works  involved  in  these  24  completed  applications 
amounted  to  £3 >960  and  the  total  of  the  Grants  allowed  was  £1,843* 

The  improvements  required  under  the  applications  were  for  the  provision 
of  hot  water  systems,  baths,  wash-hand  basins,  internal  water  closets  and 
foodstores. 

(f)  Progress  of  Five- Year fs  Slum  Clearance  Programme 

The  Representation  of  the  Cross  Street/Berry  Street/Lorne  Place 
Clearance  Areas  on  the  $th  march,  1961,  was  the  final  stage  in  the  five  year’s 
Slum  Clearance  Programme  approved  by  the  ministry  in  1955*  When  the  occupants 
of  the  houses  in  this  Area  have  been  rehoused,  a  total  of  423  houses  would 
have  been  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  Programme. 

A  further  Five  Year’s  Programme  will  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of 
the  Council  early  in  1962. 

(g)  Piehousing  -  Removal  Expenses 

In  connection  with  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  6  persons 
upon  being  rehoused  applied  for  their  removal  expenses  to  be  paid  by  the 
Council.  Under  the  authority  of  Council  minute  no.  507(5)  dated  October, 

1959 >  5  of  these  were  paid  by  the  Council  and  1  was  paid  out  of  the 
Chairman’s  Fund.  In  i960,  the  figures  were  5  and  3  respectively. 
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4.  Rehousing 

The  Housing  Officer  (Hr.  B,  King)  has  once  again  kindly  supplied  the 
following  figures  regarding  rehousing  in  the  Urban  District. 

(i)  During  the  year*  it  was  found  possible  to  provide  housing 
accommodation  for  160  families,  as  follows? - 

(a)  1  family  rehoused  in  existing  temporary  houses  (2)* 

b)  33  families  rehoused  in  pre-war  Council  houses  (27) 

c)  121  families  rehoused  in  post-war  Council  houses  (207) 

(d.)  5  families  rehoused  in  privately  owned  houses  by 

arrangement  with  Owners ’  consent  (5) 

(ii)  In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  families  rehoused  by  the  Council, 
it  is  known  that  8  applicants  were  rehoused  by  other  Authorities  and  32  others 
found  accommodation  privately.  These  figures  compare  with  5  and  32  respectively 
in  19 6O5  1  and  35  respectively  in  1959  and  7  and  18  respectively  in  1958*

6.  Atmospheric  Pollution 

During  the  Year  a  complaint  was  received  from  a  resident  concerning 
alleged  nuisance  from  a  cupola  furnace  which  is  situate  in  an  area  of  dense 
residential  development. 

An  investigation  was  made  and  the  advice  of  H.H,  Alkali  Inspector  was 
obtained  when  it  was  apparent  that  the  furnace  was  being  operated,  so  far  as 
practicable,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  reduce  to  the  minimum  nuisance  to  the 
surrounding  residences.  The  fact  remains,  however,  that  when  the  cupola 
furnace  is  being  operated  under  certain  wind  and  atmospheric  conditions 
considerable  nuisance  is  arising.  The  Firm  in  question  is  prepared  to  move 
their  Works  to  a  more  suitable  site  if  one  can  be  obtained. 

A  complaint  ?;as  received  concerning  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  in  the 
Hurston  area,  from  the  Cement  Hill  and  Brick  Works  operating  in  that  locality. 

As  Cement  production  and  ceramic  processes  are  registered  and  controlled 
by  the  H*H.  Alkali  Inspectorate,  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Inspector  for 
any  necessary  action,  Nuisance  continues,  under  certain  atmospheric  conditions, 
to  arise  in  the  Hurston  area  and,  apart  from  this,  there  is  the  continuous 
pollution  to  the  atmosphere  in  general. 

The  matter  is  being  kept  under  observation  and  it  is  hoped  that  an 
improvement  may  be  obtained.
